_  One  oralnr  declared,  amid  frantic  applause,  to 
an  audience  of  over  three  th'^usand  persons,  that 
— well,  I  forget  the  exact  woids — "Brazil  was  only 
a  small  place,  but  \\.  was  large  enough  to  form  a 
sepulchre  for  ibc  c  mntiy's  honor"— or  something 
of  that  kind.  Another,  according  to  a  report  I 
have  heli're  me,  informed  those  present  that 
"though  they"  (die  Eiijli'lii  possessed  a  nivy  of 
four  hundred  ships,  siill  "a  cemetery  was  also  a 
solemn  thing;  "  and  tbat  "if  they  continued  to 
occnjiy  the  i-land  of  the  Tiindaile,  they  would 
find  a  cemetery  in  Rio  tie  Janeiro;  "  from  which  it 
seem.^  h.iritiy  clear  even  to  an  Iii^hman  wliether 
ihe  Briiish  army,  or  the  four  hundred  ships,  were 
10  be  put  iiiio  ;he  cemetery  in  question,  or  if  the 
speaker  inleuded  lu  bury  himself  ami  all  his 
f,iend*lhere. 

"Griio-i,"  and  "  vaias  "  were  given  under  the 
very  noses  nf  several  Englishmen  who  went  out 
lo  see  what  they  lUred  to  call  "ihe  fun;"  a  batter 
was  lorced  by  superior  numbeis  n  l?.ke  down  Ids 
'■ign,  which  bore  llie  haied  legend  "ch.lpeilaria 
iniileza;"  .some  glass  was  broken,  and— a  new 
loan  was  floated  in  London  ! 

Ii  was  onlv  after  some  reflection  tbal  I  realized 
Ihe  full  sii^nificance  of  the  last  named  proceeding. 
Enjland  was  to  be  foiced  to  advance  the  casU 
wherewith  to  pay  ihe  expenses  of  a  war  agiinst 
herself!  "He  that  will  caper  with  me  for  a 
thousand  inaik'^,  lei  him  lend  me  the  money,  and 
have  at  him !  "  What  ch.inoe  had  oitr  clumsy 
niiiish  di|ilnmncy  in  presence  of  such  a  master 
stioke  as  this  ? 

Telegrams  were  sent  up  country,  thus:  "  En- 
ormou.t  entliiisiasin  leiyning  everywhere.  Popula- 
tion delirious.  Chandeliers  smashed  in  the  Cafe 
de  Londres.     Perfect  order  prevails." 

Telegrams  came  hack  again,  in  showers,  clipped 
economically  thus  :  "Admire  correct  altlliide  view 
EnjiHsh  Usurpation  island  Triudade.  'Viva  a  Re- 
'— Manoel  Joaqum  Jose  Antonio  da  Silva 
e  Sonza." 

The  students  of  ihe  various  college*  tissed  their 
speilini^  Imoks  asile,  and  rushed  out  of  school  to 
instrnct  their  fnihers  ai  10  the  "atiitude"' it  be- 
hoved them  lo  a.'-sume  in  ihis  grave  and  terrible 
crisis:  in  shorl,  in  ihe  words  of  the  poet: 
"The  deuce  there  was  10  pay 
"At  asses  milk — cum— water!" 
Sir,  we  must  all  "have  patience."  Hard  words 
break  no  i)one>.  We  live  in  ihe  land  of  opera 
bouffe;  and  these  brilliant  nunife-tation*— like  the 
parades  of  sohbeis  with  tin  lielmet»,  spears  and 
bieisipldtes,  ihiti  letjs,  red  st'K:kini;s  and  noses 
to  maich,  which  have  delighted  us  from  our  youth 
up— are  all  a  h.irmless  make  believe.  The  efter- 
ve-scing  enlhusia-m  of  yesterday  is  as  flit  as  stale 
soda  water  lo-day.  Neither  the  strategists  of  lia- 
raie,  nor  the  marksmen  of  the  RiO  bomb.irdment 
will  be  called  npou  to  gather  fresh  laurels  in  the 
llha  ila  Tiindadc — i|  indeed  theie  be  any  laurels 
existing  in  lliat  delect  ible  spot. 

No  one  expect -i,  nr  ever  did  expect,  any  trouble 
whalever.  Tile  bloodie>t  snluiion  to  be  appre- 
hended 'vns  a  reference  to  arbitration. 

We  all  iiouiish  the  most  sanguine  expectations 
legardinii  lirazil;  and  there  is  no  reason  why 
Biazilians  shoul.i  not  enjoy  their  share  in  iis 
future  pros|  eiity  if  ihey  will  oidy  learn  to  exercise, 
among  others,  the  virtues  of  modesty,  industry, 
and  self  conlrul. 

Let  them  for  decency's  sake,  wheiher  in  the 
right  or  in  the  wrong,  drop  their  trick  of  shouting 
Out  prai-e.s  of  themselves,  which  tempt  jieople  to 
sneer,  and  thrca's-  agnill.^t  others,  which  make 
people  laugh;  and  llicn,  if  they  di.splay  t'le  requi- 
sue  energy,  peiseverance,  and  deierininati'n,  they 
may  doubtless  aspire  to  be  known,  some  proud 
day  in  the  remote  fuiure,  as  "the  Japanese  cf  the 
Western  Hemispheie."

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A  TRIP  10  BOLIVIA.

Afli:r  vislinp;  llie  works  ive  rcHirnMl  tn 
Puliiciyo,  tvliich  wc  led  aboiil  4.30  lu  re- 
turn to  Uyiini.  We  were  to  travel  in  a 
liand-cir  ;  iiccordingly  we  were  pulled  by 
two  mules  for  four  miles  up  to  the  top  of 
the  hill,  and  then  proceeded  to  run  down  by 
our  o«n  weiglit.  It  Wiis  ratlier  exciting 
work  ;  for  we  were  bound  to  go.tisl,  it  being 
advisable  to  get  in  before  dark,  as  unsecii 
stones  on  the  track  are  a  decided  danger  for 
such  light  tilings  as  band-cars.  Fortunately, 
we  li.id  a  lad  who  knew  the  track  well  ;  aitti 
we  ariived  safely, dlougll  chilled  to  the  bone. 
On  the  following  morning  we  were  up 
early  to  take  the  train  for  Oruro,  This  part 
ol  the  line  has  only  been  oi)cn  for  barely 
two  years,  but  lias  already  made  a  great 
dilTeretice  to  the  countrj'.  It  runs  at  first 
over  a  barien  wind-swept  salt  plain,  about 
12,000  It.  above  the  sea  level,  but  with  hills 
ill  cveiy  direction  dotting  the  horizon  and 
rising  to  a  much  greater  height.  At  several 
stations  along  the  Hue  there  was  considerable 
life,  notably  at  Ciiallapata,  where  building 
lots  to  accommodate  20,000  people  have 
been  laid  out.  Till  twelvemonths  ago  it 
was  a  mere  Indian  village,  but  now  it  is  the 
railway  station  for  the  capital,  Sucre,  distant 
less  than  a  week  on  mule  back,  and,  above 
all,  lor  the  very  rich  mines  of  Coquelchaca, 
where  the  ore  is  so  rich  that  quite  half  the 
proceeds  are  lost  by  theft.  llany  and 
amusing,  though  rather  revolting,  were  the 
methods  of  theft  described  to  us. 

The  latter  patt  of  the  journey  runs 
through  a  valley,  in  wiiicli  are  raised  excel- 
lent potatoes  and  also  barley.  The  salt 
meadows  form  first-class  pasturage   for   the 


tiny  mountain  sheep  and  for  llic  llam.is  or 
"great  carael-hke  sheep  of  rerii."  These 
latter  are  ugly,  stupid-looking  animals 
with  necks  like  camels  and  heads  like 
donkei'S.  Thev  arc  used  very  largely  as 
pack  animals.  '  They  can  carrv  a  load  of 
about  125  lbs.  but  tlieir  rate  of  progress  is 
slow,  only  about  two  miles  an  hour.  IJeing 
winter,  the  vast  extent  ofbare  plain  looked 
singularly  desolate,  and  1  appreciated  the 
lemark  of  our  .\inerican  engine  driver  who 
said  a  fnpos  of  the  Indian  villages  :  '"  fust 
when  you  think  ytui'ie  out  of  the  knowledge 
■    iiie  of  their  churches  on  a 


ol  lioil 


hill,"  The  churches  are  the  onlv  reputable 
cdilices  ill  most  of  the  villages.  The  houses 
are  merely  thatched  nitul  hovels,  with  a 
little  wooden  cross  stuck  all  askew  in  the 
thatch  to  ward  oir  the  lightning ;  but  the 
churches  are  substantial  stone  buililings 
generally  with  a  rough-built  tower  contain- 
ing a  peel  of  bells,  and  often  with  curiously 
carved  doorways.  All  along  the  route,  no't 
taking  into  account  the  remains  ol  Inca 
lombs.  theie  seem  signs  of  a  larger  popu- 
lation in  ftirmer  days,  in  the  shape  of  ruined 
houses  and  corral  walls.  As  one  approaches 
Oruro,  one  sees  very  cviilent  indication  of 
the  mineral  wealth  contained  in  the  hill- 
side. 

Arrived  at  Oruro,  which  is  the  present 
terminus  of  the  railway,  we  drove  oil' in  a 
coach  and  four  to  a  very  comfortable  hotel 
where  we  were  invited  to  dine  at  the  Fng-' 
lish  table.  We  found  a  fair  number  of  Eng. 
Iish  there,  for  the  most  part  engaged  in  rain- 
ing enlerpnses.  liut  in  Bolivia,  as  awhole 
the  number  is  veij-  small,  prob.ihly  owing  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  ISritish  representa- 
tive, and  consequently  no  one  to  protect 
British  interests  or  to  give  inlormation  as  to 
the  state  and  prospects  of  trade.  We  have 
never  had  a  diplomatic  representative  in  Bo- 
livia since  Lord  rahnciston's  time,  when  the 
inhabitants  o(  ).a  Tan  grievously  in.sulted 
our  minister  there.  Unable  to  retaliate  in 
suitable  fashion.  Lord  I'almerston  contented 
himself  with  striking  Bolivia  off  the  map  of 
the  world  —  a  compliment  which  the  Boli- 
vians repaid  ;  and  so  the  matter  stands  to 
this  day.   * 

Whatever  be  the  facts  of  this  diplomatic 
squabble,   there  can  be  no  doubt  that  min- 
eral    discoveries  in    Bolivia  aie  biinging 
piosperilyand  increased   trade  tolhecoun- 
tiy,  the  ailvanlages  of  which   we  are  likely 
to  entiiely  miss.     That  protection  is  needful 
IS  shown  by  the  case  of  a  stalwart  American 
frcMn  the  western  slates,   whom  we  met  in 
Oruro.    This   man,  who  was  the  manager 
of  a  mine  near  Oruro,  had    trouble   with  a 
native  rival  manager.      I'he    native    turned 
out  his  Iiiilian  employa  to  attack  the  Ame- 
rican.    The  latter,  his  own  men  not  being 
aimed  or  piviiared  for  the  fray,  took  refuge 
in  his    house.     His  enemies   proceeded  to 
set  (ire  to  his  house,  and  called  for  dynamite 
to  blow  it  up.     Thinking  things  were  get- 
ting  too  warm  to  be  pleasant,  he  left  by  the 
back  door,  and,  Winchester  in   hand,  took 
to  the  open   conntiy.     Kinding   him   gone 
they  pursued  him,  but  he  pumped  live  shots 
iiuo    iheiii    at  .sonielhiiig    like   a    thousand 
yards,  wounding  four  men.     He  then  ran 
for  his  life,  and  escaped  to  Oruro.     Next 
day  he  w.as  too  done  up  to  leave  his  house 
to  go  and  lodge  a  complaint;  and  when 
be  went  on  the  following  day  he  Ibunil  his 
enemies  had  been  beforehand  with  him,  and 
he  was  arrested  for  unlawfully  wounding.     I 
don't  know  what  his  eventual  fate  has  been, 
but  when  we   were   there   he    had  been  teii 
months   in   gaol  awaiting    trial,    and    was 
allowed  the  lordly  sum  of  threepence  a  day 
to  provide  himself  with  bed  and  board.     We 
met  him  at  the  hotel,  lor  he  was  allowed  out 
in  the  lown  accompanied  by  a  soldier,  whom 
he  not  llilreqiiently  losi,  and  whom  at  other 
times  he   had  to  help  home   owing  to  the 
unwise  hospitality  of  his  friends.     Tl'ie  Ame- 
rican minister  was  ol  course  making  vigorous 
representations  to  the  Oulivian  government, 
and  in  consequence  it  hail    been  hinted  to 
the  delinquent  that  if  he  liked  to  escape  he 
might.     He  had  electcil,  however,  to  stand 
10  his  guns,  and  to  claim  compensation  in 
which  he  was  doubtless  successful.     It  is  not 
dilBcult,  however,  to  see  what    would    have 
been  his  fate  if  he  had  been  an  unprotected 
Englishman. 

Oruro  is  a  quaint  old  Spanish  lown,  de- 
pending for  its  importance  mainly  on  its 
ancient  silver  mines  ;  but  the  opening  of  the 
railway  has  given  it  a  great  impetus  as  a  dis- 
tributing centre.  Unlurtunately,  they  aie 
improving  away  and  modernising  a  great 
many  of  the  quaint  old  houses  with  their 
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Urge,  curinu:i!y  c.\i^  vl  balconies.  There 
are  two  or  three  iii.t->-ii\!:'  old  lo^vers  aiul  ilif 
streets  lonk  very  pictures  lue  with  ilieir 
troopi  of  Il,imas,  muiI'N  ail  doiikeyi,  .»nl 
in  ceruin  sivow  the  bri4;hElv  tlressed'ln  li.ui 
women  squatlin,;^  on  ihcarofinil  aiul  holJiiu 
impromptu  markut-*.  Wo  (icscetuie,!  mu- 
of  the  most  fauvus  o(  the  silver  mine's, 
climbinR  down  some '150  fi.  over  steep  locky 
steps.  The  ^o'u\g  down  was  bad  enon,;'h, 
as  in  many  p!.ice>i  we  could  not  stmd 
uprii:;ht;  but  the  climb  up  was  a  terrible 
undei  Liking,  for  owin?  to  the  great  altitude. 
(over  15.000  ft.)  one  n.^iurally  suffered  from 
shortness  of  breath.  Vet  the  Indian  work- 
men cheerfully  and  easily  run  up  these 
steps  wiih  ^reat  sicks  "t  ore  on  their  backs. 
We  left  Oruro  on  our  journey  to  I.i  Paz 
in  a  ramshackle  old  co,icli,  drawn  by  a  team 
ol  mules.  We  started  about  eleven  o'clock 
one  mnrning,  and.  afier  driving  for  some 
nine  teapues  over  the  usual  desolate  wind- 
swept plateau,  we  arrived  at  about  five 
o'clock  at  our  qu.\rters  for  the  night.  Our 
quarters  were  in  a  dirty,  ill-kept,  evij-'smel- 
ling  little  inn  ;  though,  except  for  a  heap  of 
half-cured  skins  in  one  corner,  our  room  did 
not  smell  much.  Having  to  start  before 
sunrise,  and  the  cold  being  intense,  we  did 
not  go  through  the  formality  of  undressing. 
The  usual  furniture  of  these  inns  is  a  stone 
or  mud  bench  running  round  the  walls,  a 
large  stone  table,  and  two  or  three  stone  or 
mud  projections  which  serve  as  bedsteads. 
Fortunately,  owing  to  the  extreme  cold,  in- 
sects do  not  flourish,  in  spite  of  the  prevail- 
ing filth. 

An  early  start  ums  necessary,  and  hideous- 
ly cold  it  was  when  \re  set  out.  The  mid- 
day sun,  however,  is  generally  powerful. 
We  drove  sixteen  leagues  before  we  stopped 
foraniealaia  liiile  township  called  Sica 
Sica,  and  we  shiuild  have  fared  badly  had 
we  not  had  provisions  widi  us.  The  dri\e 
continued  iinintt-'resiing,  tliougii  this  elev.t- 
ted  plateau  is  fairly  fertile,  and  afTords  very 
good  grazin'j.  The  principi!  sights  w  ■•:c 
the  beautiful  snowy  peak  of  SiJLima,  rising 
to  some  23,00.1  ft.,  tiie  highest  mountain 
in  the  corilillcra  of  the  coast.  -Before  we 
lost  sight  of  Sajania,  Illimani,  the  highest 
mountain  in  the  whole  ol  South  Auu'rica. 
except  Acoiic.igin,  came  into  view  on  ttie 
right,  of  the  inner  v\  main  braiicii  of  ihe 
.Andes.  Wesiepi  in  a  miserable  little  inn  at 
Ayo  ;\yo,  afier  a  tiring  diive  of  iweniy-tive 
Iea,q:ues. 

It  w.is  even  ctlJer  than  usual  wh-.-n  we 
started  at  6.^0  a.  m.,  an,l  it  was  three  or 
f.iiir  hours  bt^f.^ie  we  got  warm.  From  the 
middle  of  tlie  second  stage  we  had  the  most 
lovelv  mountain  view  imaginable.  In  the 
extreme  distance  was  Sorata,  with  its  confus- 
ed mass  towering  up  to  a  height  of  over 
21,000  ft.  Tnen  lor  some  200  miles  came 
an  unbroken  range  of  snow  summits,  the 
snow  level  b  'ing  well  over  16,000  f[. 
Amonsl  the  leaser  peaks  stood  up  t)ie  huge 
pyramid  of  Potosi.  Then  followed  a  serra- 
ted range  of  snowy  peaks,  [ill  the  eye  rested 
on  the  snioodi  table  top  ot  .\muiurata,  con- 
cerning which  the  Indian  legend  runs  that 
an  Incaof  old,  hurt  in  his  pride  by  its  su- 
preme height,  broke  oiT  ilie  summit  and 
lurried  it  from  his  sling  to  where,  far  otT  over 
the  plain,  its  pyramid  .':ti!I  rises,  and  is 
called  the  Sugar  Loaf.  Then  comes  a  din. 
and  then  the  giant  mass  of  Illimani.  It 
stands  in  appearance  isolated,  and  rai^C'  fnir 
bu2e  summit?',  eich  clad  for  m:\uy  thousauvl 
feet  in  snow,  Tiiis  is  the  crowning  point  of 
the  view,  and  south  of  it  the  mountains  sink 
10  the  comparatively  uiiimport,int  lange  of 
the  Tres  Cruces.  which  .stretch  to  the  south 
as  far  as  the  eve  can  reach.  We  were  still 
driving  over  the  plain,  which  seemed  to  end 
abruptly  in  the  snowy  slopes  of  the  moun- 
tains, but  in  reality  these  were  many  leagues 
awav,  and  between  ns  and  ihem  lies  the 
great  cleft,  ai  the  botton  0;'  whicii  is  the  citv 
of  La  Paz. 

La  Paz  lies  about  i,:oo  ::.  below  ihe  level 
of  Ihe  plateau  in  a  deep,  nurow  valley 
though  wiiich  flows  a  stream  which,  by  way 
of  the  Beni  and  the  Madeira,  eveniuallv 
reaches  the  Amazon.  Tlie  approach  to  the 
town  lies  down  one  side  of  the  ravine,  and 
is  exceedinsly  steep.  The  town  is  very 
quaint  and  picturesque,  and  contains  some 
ver\'  nne  old  churches.  It  was  I'junded  as 
long  ago  as  152s  by  the  Alon>j  de  Mendoz.i 
who  was  sent  In  advance  bv  Pizarro,  the 
conqueror  0'  Peru.  It  is  the  biggest  city  in 
BobA-ia,  witii  s<ome  53.CCC  inhabiunis,  of 
whom  periiaps  ihree-quar.ers  are  Indians. 
The  crowning  glon^  o!  La  Paz  is  lilimani,  1 
of  wbos-e  immense  snow-covered  mass  ! 
glimpses  are  to  be  caughi  down  many  I 
s:reeis  —  verv-  beauuful    es&ecia'lv   in  ibe  j 


evening  Ii;;ht.     Our  arrival  in  La  Paz  was 

rather  c-mic.  The  bulk  of  the  streets  are 
far  too  steep  for  wheeled  traffic  —  indeed.  1 
doubt  if  there  is  a  wheeled  vehicle  in  the 
pl.ice,  e.-icepi  the  public  coaches,  We  ac- 
C'lriiingiy  had  to  tramp  soleinniy  through 
the  streets,  followed  in  apiocession  of  twelve 
piciure^quely-clad  Indians,  carrying  our 
beils,  traps,  4:c,  La  Paz  was  to  be  the 
starling  point  for  our  trip  into  the  little 
visited  valleys  of  Vungas.  and  to  preparations 
for  this  trip  we  devoted  tlie  next  few  days.

Wk  iire  deeply  iiulehled  to  llie  Jomal  do 
Commach  for  tlie  kind  and  most  com pli- 
mentaiy  expressions  with  wliicli  we  ^veie 
lavored  in  that  important  newspaper  on 
Sunday  last.  It  is  always  a  sati.sfaclJon  to 
know  that  our  work  is  appreciated,  but  when 
lliis  recognition  comes  from  a  journal  so 
important  and  iiilluential  as  the  TJv/m/^/o 
Commsrcio,  wliicli  lias  no  occasion  to  iu- 
diilj;c  in  empty  com|)linieiu.s,  tlie  favor  is 
i  in  measurably  increased.  It  is  not  always 
an  easy  task  fur  a  foreign  newspaper,  devoiotj 
principally  to  the  local  and  business  iiilci- 
ests  <if  forcio-neis,  to  avoid  conilicts  of 
opinion  witli  those  wlioso  intere.sts  are  ptut'ly 
national,  but  it  may  be  said  that  wc  li;n'e 
escaped  much  of  the  antaj^onism  which 
usuiilly  falls  10  llie  lot  of  foreiyn  editors, 
and  have  been  able  to  live  on  pleasant  and 
cordial  terms  widi  onr  colleagues  o(  the 
national  press.  We  have  made  it  our  prac- 
tice to  speak  frankly  ami  plainly  in  oar 
criticisms,  and  to  base  our  discussions  on 
questions  of  principle  rather  than  on  those  of 
pcr.'ional  interest.  There  is  no  fortune  con- 
cealed in  a  newspaper  so  managed,  but 
there  is  sulTicient  personal  satisfaction  to 
justify  the  choice,  especially  when  colleagues 
like  the  Jomal  do  Commercio  and  Gazeta  de 
Notkkn  [to  whom  our  obligations  are  due 
for  equally  sympathetic  expressions  in  1893) 
are  led  to  honor  the  work  wilh  their  dis- 
interested acknowledgmeius. 


Till';  policy-holders  of  the  Equitable  and 
New  Yoik  lil'e  insurance  companies  are,  in 
our  opinion,  making  a  very  serious  mistake, 
lor  they  are  permitting  iho  use  of  their 
names  in  a  controversy  between  the  two 
companies  which  has  now  become  purely 
personal.  Manifestly,  the  only  interest 
which  the  policy-holder  can  have  in  the 
matter  is  that  of  the  administration  and 
security  of  his  investment.  If  he  has  full 
confidence  in  the  management  of  his  com- 
pany, he  may  with  propriety  say  so,  and  if 
he  believes  that  its  funds  will  be  better 
secured  by  investment  in  Brazil  and  under 
Brazilian  inspection,  independent  of  the 
management  and  guarantee  of  tlie  head 
office,  (hen  it  is  proper  enough  to  say  that 
also.  But  to  sign  documents  designed  to 
support  doubtful  measures  and  to  be  used 
in  personal  attacks  on  others,  without  even 
reading  them,  is  certainly  creditable  neither 
to  his  intelligence,  nor  to  his  discretion. 
And  then,  to  publicly  confess,  as  some 
have  lately  been  doing,  that  he  signed 
these  documents  without  reading  them 
and  for  a  purpose  quite  dillerent  from 
what  subsequenlly  appeared,  is  an  ex- 
hibition ol  weakness  which,  for  his  credit, 
ought  not  to  be  made  public.  As  we 
have  before  said,  the  question  is  one  of  ad- 
ministration and  security.  The  Equitable 
announces,  as  it  has  a  right  to  do,  that  it 
will  not  submit  should  the  project  now 
under  discussion  become  law.  The  head 
office  of  the  New-York  Life  also  says  that 
it  will  not  submit,  but  its  Soutli  American 
department  favors  the  project  and  promises 
to  submit.  The  points  for  policy-holders  to 
consider,  then,  are  these.  Should  the  pro- 
ject become  law,  the  Equitable  withdraws 
and  for  the  future  may  be  considered  out 
ol  the  question.  Its  policy-holders  will 
continue  to  be  insured  in  the  company  as 
before,  and  will  be  secured  by  its  enormous 
reserves  in  the  United  States,  the  company 
being  permitted  to  maintain  an  ofiice  here 
for  the  reception  of  premiums  on  old  risks 
and  for  die  settlement  of  claims.  With  the 
New-York  Life,  however,  the  case  is  differ- 
ent.    In   the  first  place,  the  contradiction 


between  the  head  onice  and  its  South  Ame- 
rican department  must  be  settled.  If  the 
company  withdraws,  the  management  ol 
this  department  stands  convicted  of  intrigue 
and  deception.  If  it  complies  with  the 
law,  then  the  head  ollice  loses  conti'ol  in 
great  measure  o(  its  Brazilian  invcsltnenis, 
and  will  be  compelled  to  whoHv  separate 
its  Brazilian  business  from  that  of  the  cen- 
tral company,  for  it  would  be  manifestly 
unjust  and  unbusinesslike  for  the  central 
administration  to  be  held  responsible  lot  a 
business  over  which  it  has  little  or  no  con- 
trol. The  Brazilian  department  will  there- 
fore be  detached,  or  will  be  sold  out  to  a 
Brazilian  company,  and  its  policy-holders 
will  be  deprived  of  (he  security  allorded  by 
the  company's  reserves  in  the  United  States, 
and  will  in  future  be  secured  onlv  by  the  re- 
serves held  in  Brazil  and  resu'hing  from 
the  Brazilian  business  by  itself.  This  is  the 
logical  result  of  the  measure  which  is  now 
before  Congress  and  which  the  local  man- 
agement of  the  New- York  Life  is  support- 
ing. It  should  be  clearly  understood  that 
the  eifcct  of  this  bill  will  be  to  divorce  the 
Brazilian  department  from  the  parent  com- 
pany ami  to  heavily  decrease  the  security 
odered  to  the  policy-holders.  It  will  also 
leave  the  company's  business  wholly  to  local 
inspection  and  audit,  and  its  investments  to 
(luctuations  and  risks  such  as  we  have  expe- 
rienced during  the  past  four  or  five  years. 
If  the  policy-holders  are  satisfied  with  this, 
then  no  one  can  complain.  It  is  their  own 
allair,  and  if  they  have  been  deceivcil  in  any 
way  then  they  must  settle  with  their  mana- 
gers by  themselves.  They  shoiihl  bear  in 
mind,  however,  that  they  will  have  110  claim 
whatever  on  the  New-York  olVice,  should 
this  separation  take  place,  ni)r  will  they  be 
able  to  transfer  their  risks  to  the  older  and 
sounder  company.  They  will  be  simply 
transferred  to  an  intlependent,  or  semi- 
independent  branch,  and  in  future  their 
claims  will  be  against  that  branch  alone. 
It  is  this  phase  of  the  ccnitroversy,  and  not 
the  personal  disputes  between  the  managers, 
which  should  receive  their  thoughtful  consi- 
deration. 


It  is  to   be  noted  that  llicre  are   military 
and  naval  men  wlio  do  not  hesitate  to  con- 
demn  the   incfiiciency  and  disorganization 
which  exists  in  both   the  army  and  navy   of 
this  country.    Tu  this  we  have  the  testimony 
of  our   own   eyes  — rej)eated    instances    of 
insubordination    and    disorder,    multiplied 
evidences    of   inexperience   and    ignorance, 
constant  inattention    to  duty,   neglect  and 
■.vasle  of  public  property,  and  all  that.     Add 
still  further  the  counsel  of  certain  represen- 
tatives of  the  people  to  the  effect  that  insub- 
ordination is  frequently  beneficial   and    that 
the  infliction  of  penalties  (or  it  is  to  be  con- 
demned—  and  we  have  a   situation   which 
merits  sober  consideration.     If  the  situation 
described  is  true— and  there  is  an  abun- 
dance  of  evidence  to  support  it   on    the 
records  of  Congress —■  then  it  might  very 
properly  be  asked  :  "Of  what   use   is  the 
army  and  navy.'"    "Why  are  we  .spending 
so  much  money  upon   a  military  establish- 
ment which   is  known   to  be  corrupt  and 
worthless?"  "Of  what  use  is  a  large  army 
and  navy  to  a  country  so  averse  to  discipline 
and  restraint?"     It  is  certainly  worth  con- 
sidering whether  the  result  is  justifying  the 
sacrilice.     Brazil  is   far   from  being  a    rich 
country,  and  the  Brazilian  people  can  not 
easily  carry  the   burden  winch   has  been  so 
unwisely  placed  upon  their  shoulders.     Wc 
know,   of  course,  that  it  is  commonly  be- 
lieved and  said    that  Brazil  is  a   very   rich 
country,  and  that  the  present  costs  of  gov- 
ernment   are    nothing    for   a    nation      sc 
wealthy  and  progressive.     But   all    this  is 
false  and  misleading.     Brazil  is  neither  rich, 
nor  is  her  development  such  as  to  warrant 
any  heavy  obligations   for  the  near  future. 
The  slow  growth  of  her  revenues  is  testimony 
to  the  truth  of  this  statement,  and  the  an- 
nual   recurrence    of    deficits,    followed    by 
periodical  additions  to  the  public  debt,  con- 
iirins   the  conclusions  drawn.     To  add  a 
larger  military  establishment  to  the  burdens 
which  weigh  upon   the  country,   then,   is 
clearly  suicidal.     Unless  prosperity  returns 
and   the  revenues  can  be  increased,   these 
additional  burdens  will  annually  add  just  so 
much    more   to    the   national    debt.     And 
what  will  there  be  to  show  for  it?     An   in- 
subordinate army ;    a   multitude  of  unem- 
ployed, disorderly  oflicers , -stores   of  arms, 
accoutrements   and    munitions   rusted  and 
damaged  through  neglect ;  a  fleet  of  costly 
war-ships  crippled  by  neglect  and  disuse  ;  a 
constantly  increasing  expenditure  on  dis- 
play and  experiments  to  keep  up  the  illusion 


that  Brazil  ji^  a  great  military  power  and 
that  the  people  are  getting  something  for 
their  money.  Better  would  it  he  wore 
peaceful  industries  to  be  developed  and  its 
commerce  extended.  Brazil  is  in  no  dan- 
ger of  invasion  from  her  neighbors,  and 
there  is  no  dispute  in  view  to-day  which 
can  not  lie  .settled  by  aibilration.  It  would 
be  belter  then  to  reduce  the  burdens  of 
taxatimi  ami  to  develop  the  industries  (< 
the  people,  lor  in  their  wealth  and  prospcrily 
there  is  better  |irolection  against  aggression 
and  disoi-dor  d\an  in  tlie  crude  luilitary 
estiiblishmeut  which  ihcy  are  trying  to 
create.

me  ileal  attendance,  etc.,  )  amounted  to 
54,';54$'7o,  leaving  a  deficit  of  6,405$770. 
A  further  analysis  of  the  treasurer's 
accounts  shows  that  the  Mospilal  had  re- 
ceived up  to  June  3odi  last  a  total  of 
3i9,336ii!3io  in  donations,  of  which  306,- 
3oS$590  had  been  expended  on  the  huild- 
inf],s  and  grounds,   furniture  and  taxes. 

The  new  fever  ward,  which  has  been 
ordered  from  Europe,  will  cost  about 
46,000$  more,  including  foundations,  drain- 
age, tile  roofing,  gas  and  water,  etc.  The 
funds  for  this  ward  have  in  great  part  been 
boriowed  from  the  friends  of^  the  institution, 
the  directors  having  no  other  alternative. 
It  is  impossible  to  continue  without  the  new 
ward,  and  also  equally  impossible  to  limit 
die  scope  of  the  Hospital  to  that  of  yellow 
fever  alone.  The  directors  believe,  however, 
that  the  friends  of  the  Hospital,  and  the 
many  foreign  business  men  who  are  in- 
terested in  the  maintenance  of  such  an 
institution  at  this  port,  will  not  see  it  crip- 
pled, or  its  succe-ss  endanged,  for  the  want 
of  so  small  a  sum. 

According  to  the  physician's  report  104 
cases  were  received  and  treated  duriug  the 
year,  of  which  49  were  subscribers  and  their 
employi^s,  and  55  were  non-subscribers. 
Five  servants  were  also  treated  and  three 
cases  were  under  treatment  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year.  There  were  only  rS  cases 
of  yellow  fever  treated,  of  which  9  were  fatal,

This   belter  indicates,   in  our  opinion, 
what  monstrous  frauds  these   international 
expositions  ato.     if  it  is  possible  for  a  half- 
civilized  country  like  Uruguay,   backward 
in    everything  except  criminal  assaults  on 
life  and  properly,  and  with   a    luUoriously 
bad  reputation  for  the  ignorance  and  un- 
pvogressivenessof  its  population,  to  impose 
upon  the  world   with  a   few  motlels  and 
methods  rehiiiiig  to  education,  then  surely 
we    must    blame    the    rcs|ieclable   medium 
through  which   it   is  done.      No   one  who 
has    iravdle.l  through   the  country  depart- 
meiUs   of  Uruguay    would    ever  'think   of 
lli.u  country  as  prominent  in   educational 
work.      Even    Montevideo,    the   centre  of 
Uruguayan    culture    and   wealth,    will   not 
jiMify    the    reputation    won    through    this 
iuKnious    exhibit.

He  think'  that  the  adminisiralion  of 
justice  should  he  excbiiively  in  the  hands  oi  the 
general  goveinnient.  Deputy  Liiiz  Dommgues

This  leaves  him  prepared  for  arelum'lo 
penctful  methods  whenever  he  considers  ihem 
practicable,  and  we  leel  assured  ihat  he  will  gta  ily 
welcome  peace  on  any  teiins  that  <lo  not  con- 
flict with  the  permanent  interests  of  the  people  nf 
his  .stale,  li  may  be  that  he  and  odier  friends  of 
peace  rega'fi  time  as  a  potent  facioi  in  ths  t]ue-.tion 
and  arc  willing  to  allow  the  present  amiistice  to 
be  prolonfied  as  a  >iw,iiis  titrii</i  until  matters 
can  adjust  themselves  and  a  natuial  solu'iun  can 
thus  he  gradually  reached.

bounded, malapropos  and  inexplicable.  Not  even 
the  most  tiivial  official  comnmnicalion  could  be 
■mai'e  without  closing  with  the  cabalistic  words 
"  Viva  a  republica!  "  (Hurrah  for  the  republic!) 
-Accordingly,  when  the  commaniter  of  the  little 
fort  of  Gragoata  across  the  bay  funnd  it  necessary 
10  give  it  a  coat  of  paint,  he  telegraphed  to  [la- 
maraty  for  orders  in  regard  to  the  color  and  re- 
ceived the  following  pnlriolic  answer :  —  "  Pinte 
de  verde.  Viva  a  republica!  "  (Paint  it  green. 
Hurrah  for  ihe  republic!  )~Chap.  //.—Some  days 
ago  an  enterprising  tubacconi-t  of  S.  Cliristovaa, 
■for  reasons  of  his  own,  caused  his  establishment  to 
'be  painted  bright  rt-d  (nent,  but  not  gaudy)  and 
put  up  a  uia};nificent  sign  on  which  shone  resplen- 
dent the  words  "Cliarutiiria  Jacohina,"  The  day 
on  which  Ihis  was  .tccomplished  was  spent  in 
blissful  admiration  nf  the  lively  work  of  art,  and, 
when  the  enrapiuied  ^l^bbaccll11i^l  retired  that 
night,  it  was  to  dream  of  fuurc  glory  and  |irotit. 
Imagine  his  dismay  on  th;  folb-w  nj;  niOMiiiig, 
■when,  hastening  tn  have  aiioilicr  imnu  ons  look  nt 
bis  treasure,  he  fnund  liis  lieauiifnl  Ini-^tit  red 
shop  besnit-nred  ivitb  (liich  nii.i  his  siotgfons  sijjn 
■replaced  with  the  once  patnntic,  lint  now  scorn- 
ful, words:  — "Piute  de  veide.   Viva  a  re|iiil;lica!" 

— The  Jornal do  Commenio  of  Suiiiiay  s-ays  thai 
■a  large  number  of  counterfeit  500^*.  200  and  100$ 
notes  have  Lately  been  issued.  The  ])o!ite  of  this 
city  have  been  for  some  time  secondini^  the  efforts 
ofthe  Sao  Panlo  police  to  capture  the  criminals. 
Some  time  ajjo  arrests  were  made  in  Siio  Paulo 
and  160,000$  were  found  concealed  in  sacks  of 
maize  in  a  business  house  in  Laiicira  'lo  Falcao, 
and  50,000$  more  were  found  in  house  in  Rua  da 
Esta^ao.  On  the  loih  inst.  a  Spaniard  named  Al- 
varez was  nrresled  in  this  city,  but  his  accomplices 
succeeded  in  destroying  or  reinoving  the  proofs  of 
criminality  before  the  police  visited  his  house. 
Finally,  two  or  three  days  since  the  police  sue- 
•ceeded  in  capturing  two  Italians,  AnditS  Scanzio 
and  Guiseppe  V'illa,  who  are  believed  to  be  the 
principals  concerned.  One  of  these  men  is  a  litho- 
grapher and  the  other  an  engraver,  and  Irotli  have 
'1)een  dodging  the  police  for  some  time.  They 
were  captured  in  Nova  Friburgo,  and  are  said  to 
'have  been  on  their  way  to  Oiiro  Preto.  Some  of 
their  accomplices  state  that  the  notes  were  manu- 
'factured  here,  while  others  state  that  they  were 
printed  in  Uuenos  Aires.  The  police  are  to  be  con- 
-igratulated  on  the  capture  and  we  trust  the  judges 
will  lose  no  time  in  placing  the  criminals  where 
they  can  do  no  more  harm.  And  in  this  we  trust 
that  the  important  personages  who  have  been 
furnishing  them  the  capital  needed,  will  not  be 
-overlooked. 


AN  ART  EXHIBITION. 
Sr.  Antonio  Parreiras,  the  well-known  Brazilian 
ilandscape-painter,  inaugurated  an  interesting  exhi- 
bition  of  his  woiks  in  his  studio  at  Run  de  Jose 
Bonifacio,  Nitherohy,  on  Sunday  the  ilth  mst. 
The  exhibition  comprises  over  40  pictures,  the 
work  of  iibuul  six  months  ;  and  all  of  them 
•confirm  the  exceptional  qualities  which  have  m.ide 
hi  m  one  of  the  leading  Brazilian  artists. 

Ne.nrly    p11  the  pictures     exhibited    represent 
■diciuresque  and    beautiful  scenes  in  and  about 


Niihernhy,  and  are  rendered  with  great  vividness 
and  vi^or  tif  luterpi elation  and  niieiiess  of  ex- 
ecution. 

Among  ihe  more  striking  pictures  are  : 

SiuhiihU^e,  lar^e  panel,  which  1  eprcsent^  a  large 
cliff  on  the  sea-shore,  ngnin'>t  wliicb  a  yoiini; 
woman  i-  indolently  reclining,  her  head  reistiiig 
on  her  let  baud,  and  her  eyes  looking  dttatnily 
upon  the  .'■ea.  The  water  of  the  sea,  which  is 
very  finely  tendered,  bieaks  ndldly  on  the  beach 
and  iheie  is  a  stillness  and  iinif  ^111  tone  all  over 
the  picture  which  enhancr-s  the  feeling  which  the 
aitistlMs  tiled  to  inteio  <.n. 

Another  picture  which  quickly  attracts  ntlention 
is  one  named  iJniiJiJ— [I'rayer]  which  depicts  a 
scene  veiv  common  in  tlie  interior  of  the  country. 
On  a  small  hill  hy  the  sen-shore  is  raised  a  large 
cross,  with  the  iinajje  of  Christ  on  it,  ns  is  fre- 
quently seen  in  liicdilica  where  tliere  is  no  church. 
Round  the  cross  are  seen  fishermen  anil  their 
wives  kneeling  and  in  prayer;  and  in  the  linckgi  ound 
several  boats  and  the  sea, 

Gaivo(as{  Sea-gulls)  is  n  large  rock  piojecing 
into  the  sea—  wliich  is  all  over  occupied  by  these 
sea-birds.  Through  n  small  arch  one  looks  upon 
the  sea  beyond,  full  of  boat*,  and  the  sky. 
across  which  some  white  clouds  nre  floating  and 
more  sea-gulls  are  seen  llvim;. 

Among  other  noticeable  pictures  we  may  men- 
lion  :  Atnlaya  (a  clilT  oil'  S.  Domingos  )  ;  Hm 
Vista  Hock;  The  Pigeons  ;  A  Cah'irui  do  I\u-  Sim- 
piicio  (Uncle  Simplicio's  Cabin);  Solitude  ;  fiain; 
Fishermen,  etc.  Sr.  Parreiras  intends  to  take  .ill 
his  pictures  to  S.  Pnulo  where  he  will  open  a 
public  exhiliitiiin  next  month,  hut,  while  he  is  in 
Nitherohy,  be  will  open  his  studio  to  visitors  every 
Sunday.
